Department said today the Index of prices paid 
farmers dropped three points or. 1.5 per cent In 
. the mofilh ended Jon. 15. 

The drop was caused mostly by lower prices ■ 
for wheat, soybeans, com, eggs and flaxseed. 
Higher prices for lettuce, tomatoes and broilers 
were partially offsetting. That Index Is 12 per 
cent from a year ago. 

Fanners paid prices unchanged from a month 
earlier for their basic services and needs, "but 
what' they' have been paying Is up H per cent 
from a year ago. They paid less for feed, feeder 
livestock and farm wages but more for Interest 
on their farm mdebuess.
